rfce Foo, Aug. 11— According . to 
nowB which reached here Wednesday 
(he Japanese line has been drawn still 
closer around beleaguered Port Ai^ 
thur. Tba rifbt wing of tbe Japanese 
11m haa penatratad to tba vicinity of 
Pigeon bay, while the center bas 
moved forward from Paling Chlng, 
which is south of Shnsiyen nnd two 
milea north of the town. Chinese are 
anthorlty for tba above outline of tbe 
new Japaneae poaltlona. 

Paaaengera on board the ateamer 
Decima, which" anchored Ofl Pprt Ar- 
thur Tuesday night, witnessed the 
bombardment from Pigeon bay. The* 
Japanese shells were visible during 
their whole course. Tbey circled, 
comet-like, to tbe town and their ex- 
plosions were marlied by great spalsb- 
es of fire which shot up into the sl<y. 
The bombardment from this and oth- 
er points began at midnight and last- 
ed until rooming. Tbe Russians did 
not reply to the Japaneae lire. MaJ. 
Seaman, formerly a surgeon in tbe 
American army, was a passenger on 
the Decima. He says the spectacle 
was most brilliant and awe-inspiring. 
The Decima weighed anchor from Port 
Arthur at 5 o'clock Wednesday mom- 
lag. At aqme diatance out die saw 
Ave Japaneae warahipa guarding the 
harbor. 

Tol<io. Anc 18 — It is reported that 
tbe Port Arthur Rarrison bas refused 
to surrender and is dialncllned to aend 
out non-combatanta, 

London, Aug. 18. — ^Aevordlng to the 
correspondent of tbe Daily Telegrapli 
at Che Foo refugees arriving there 
bring news of a s»'rif)us condition of 
affairs at Port Arthur. They say that 
Japanese shells have ignited lighters 
In the docks wbicb contained aupplies 
of coal, resulting in a terrific confla- 
gration. Many of the liuildlnps have 
been demolished and the hospitals are 
crowded. 

London, Aug. 18.— Tbe Shanghai 
correspondent of the Morning Post 
anya it la reported that a Japanese 

annadron is coming there in eonse- 

(|uence of the failure as yet to com- 
I)ly with the Japanese demand that the 
tornado boat destroyer QreiOVOl be 
dlKarmed or quit the port. 

Commenting on tbe foregoing, tbe 
Morning Post saya it tblnka the Jap- 
anese are not in a mood to stand 
nuith nonsense and points out that 
there are now 18 foreign men-of-war 
at Sbanghal, eight of whldh are Am- 
erican. 

"If it comes to a scrimmage," says 
the Post, "It will be the duty of these 
'men-of-war to keep peace and force 
the Taotai to do his duty. .\ gentle 
hint from the American admiral will 
donbtlesF have a (inietinR effect." 

A dispatch to the Central News 
from Vladlvoatok. dated August 17, 
says tbe cruisers Rossia and Gromo- 
bole, of the Vallvoatok aquadron, have 
returned there.

played a vital part in building tbe 
aona of Connecticut Into the ainewa 
of the na tion." .

BATTLE WITH MOONSHINERS. 



Revenue Officer McCoy Shot Twice 
and Seriously Wounded. 

Lexington, K.v., Anp. 18.— Deputy 
Revenue Collector J. L. McCoy, aided 
by Sherman Cope and Henry Free- 
nan, of Breathitt county, engaged in 
a desperate fight with moonshiners at 
the head of the Liclting river, In which 
McCoy received two loads from a 
shotgun, mflicting a scalp wound, graz- 
ing the top of his head, and the other 
penetrating the back, soma of the lead 
entering the atomaeh. 

The revenue man and his assistants 
had been searching for the still for 
the past week, and had Just discovered 
It at tbe head of a deep ravine, which 
could only be approached from one di- 
rection, the sides and end being pro- 
tected by precipitous mountain bluffs. 
When the posse arrived they found it 
deserted, although signs of a hasty 
departure were evident. The posse 
proceeded to break jip the still with 
axea, but aa noon aa the llrat deatruo- 
tlve blow bad been struck a shot rang 
out and McCoy fell. He soon realized 
that his wound w as not a serious one, 
and while giving orders to his assist- 
ants the second shot was fired, which 
compelled McCoy to retreat Henry 
Freeman dashed out of the building 
and rushed up the hill whence the 
shots came. He ran ujjon four men 
in ambush and began a fusilade upon 
them with a revolver. The moonshin- 
era heat a retreat Into the wooda and 
escaped. 

Freeman returned to tbe still and as- 
sisted the others in completely rlemol- 
ishing it. One of the large vats con- 
tained 1,000 gallons of beer and an- 
other a large quantity of whisky. Mc- 
Coy reached Jackaon Wednesday, 
where he was given surgical treat- 
ment. It Is not believed that his 
wounds will jirove fatal. The identity 
of the moonshiners is said to be 
known to the officers, and as soon as 
McCoy is able to atart out a^aiu be 
will go aft er them.

CANDIDATE FORMALLY ACCEPTS. 



The Ceremonieg Took Plac on the 
Groandiof Green Brier, White 
Salphur Springs Hotel* 



Representative John Sharp Williams, 
of ■ MiaeleslppI, Delivered the Notl- 
floatlen Addr e ee A Reception 
and Cotillion in Bvenlng. 

White Sulphur Springs, W. Va., Aup. 
18.— Henry G. Davia Wednesday was 
formally notified of and formally ac- 
cepted his nomination by the demo- 
craltc party for vice president of the 
I'nited States. The ceremony took 
place in the open air in the grounds 
of Green Brier White Sulphur Springs 
hotel and were marked simplicity 
in every detail. Mr. Davia was escort- 
ed to the flag draped platform at 1 : 30 
o'clock In the afternoon by Reiiresen- 
tatlve John Sharp Williams, of .Mis- 
sissippi, who delivered the notification 
address. An invocation by Rt. Uev. 
Dr. W. L. Gravatt, of tbe Episcopal 
diocese of West Vlrvlnla, preceded Mr. 
Williams, who occupied an hour in 
speaking. It took Mr. Davis len min- 
utes to read his formal arceptance, 
but he prefaced this with a heart to 
heart talk of like duration to the sev- 
eral thouaand friends and neighbors 
who were gathered under the trees aa 
his audience. Senator Daniel, of Vir- 
irinla, was forced lo acknowledge a 
demand for a speech but declined iiap- 
pily and at 3:25 o'clock the ceremony 
ended. 

Earlier In tbe day a formal letter of 
notification was handed Mr. Davis In 
the parlor of the hotel in the presence 
Of tbe assembled notification commit- 
tee. It was a simple statement of the 
action of tbe St. Louis convention with 
reference to his nomination. He took 
the letter without reading it and 
thanked tbe committee, saying be 
would respond later in the day and 
hoped for a victorious response in No- 
vember^ 

A recepticm and cotillion in honor 
of the nominee waa held la the hotel 

in tbe evening. 
The day was a perfect one. The 

sun shone throughout and the pure air 
of the mountains stirred gently into 
cooling breezes. Tbe scene of the 
ceremonies waa ideally picturesque. 
Two huge oaka mingled their branches 
directly over the platform of the apeak- 
ers. Four others in a semi-circle in 
front furnished shade for the specta- 
tors, while the greensward of a lawn 
a hundred years old tempted tbe list- 
eners to sit. Tbe upward slope of the 
lawn on all sides and the erection of a 
sounding board back of the stand made 
speech easy and the accoustlcs good. 
As a background for the wliole were 
the surrounding Allenlienies forested 
in green. 

Mr. Davis was tbe center of interest 
throughout the day. When it came 

his time to respond to the notification 
address he was kept standing .some 
minutes wliile the audience ejpre.-^sed 
its enlhubiasm. Tliis affected .Mr. iJa 
vis. 

To the straina of "Dixie" and a med- 
ley of patriotic airs, tbe assemblage 

dispersed; not. however, until many 
of its members had inoimted the plat- 
form and extended peisonal (^ iiKratu- 
latlons to the candidate. The ifnvited 
guests, including those in Mr. Davis' 
private party, who occupied a roped 
off reservation on tbe left, were tbe 
first to shake the senator's hand. Mr. 
Davis will remain at White Sulphur 
until Friday, wli< ii !i. will reinrii to 
his home at Elkinu. His plans for the 
campaign have not been fully matured.

The Efficiency of VacclnaMen Aa a 
Preventative -thewn;

SENATOR HOAR'S CONDITION. 



Four Pereone Were Inetantly Killed, 
Another Was Fatally Hurt and 
About 23 Were More or Less 
Severely Injured. 

Chlengo, Aug. 18.— >Foar people wera 

killed, another fatally hurt, and 28 
severely injured in a collision late 
Wednesday afternoon bifween an ex- 
press train on the Cliicago Great West- 
ern railroad and a train of three trol- 
ley cars bound for the Hawthorne race 
track. , 

The accident occurred at the cross- 
ing of 48th avenue, and the Chicago 
Cleat Western tracks. The train was 
coming into the city and, according 
to some witnesses of the accident, was 
running at a high rate of speed. Oth- 
ers and tbe train crew declare that it 
was going over 20 milea an hour. The 
trolley train, which was made up of a 
mot(jr car and two trailers, approach- 
ed the crossing at a rapid rate just 
aa the train came around a siiarp 
curve to the west of tbe crossing. Mo- 
torman Ryan put on the brakes with 
all his strength in the effort to stop 
liis car. tiut the brakes refused to work 
and with uiidiniinislie(l speed the mo- 
tor car ran upon the tracks at the 
time the locomotive came up. The 
car struck the train between the en- 
gine and tender. The motor car waa 
torn t») splinters, itie car immediately 
belund it was knof ked over, sina.shed 
nearly to pieces anrl dra>;ned alon? the 
track for 100 feet. Tbe third car was 
not dragged from the tracks, and but 
for the fact that the couplings be- 
tween it and the second trailer broke 
the list of inj\ired would probably be 
much greater, as all of the cars were 
filled with jiassengers. Motonnan Ry- 
an remained at hia post to tbe last, 
and was fatally hurt, his skull being 
fractured. 

All of the persons who were killed 
occupied the seats In the front of the 
first car on the west side. One wom- 
an, who is as yet unidentified at the 
morgue, bad Just taken a seat offered 
her by William Tennis, of 1013 North 
Albany avenue, when the crash came. 
She was rolled imder the motor car 
and horribly mangled. Tennis, after 
giving up his seat, went to the rear 
of tbe car, and escaped with slight in- 
juries.

The temperature averaged about nor- 
mal daring the week. Good ehowers 
were reported in many localities in the 
central and eaatem portioni of the State, 
but the drouth ia becoming very aevere 
in the weatern portion. 

Com has been severely injured in the 
Western Section. Gardens are dried out 
and pastures are burning up. Tobacco 
is firing and is seriously injured in the 
dark tobacco districts, but in the burle^ 
districts showers have occurred and the 
ceaeral average is better. 

In the localities visited by good ehow- 
ers the corn is very fine and all crops are 
good. Wheat threshing is about com- 
pleted and a good yield of excellent 
quality is reported. Oati are abont all 
threshed and a fairly Kood crop has been 
secured. Irish and aweet potatoes are 
ia good condition, ezoept in the dnbuth- 
Btricken districts. 

Fruit continues to drop and deterior- 
ate in quality. Apples will be a short crop 
and defective, and peachec will be scarce. 

Plowing for wheat has been started, 
but in most localities tho gronnd is too 
dry to work.
